Saddle Horse Tied 
To Box Car Causes 
$30,000 Rail Wreck 


A few minutes after a B. & O. 


freight train struck and killed a 
saddle horse tied along the tracks 
at Mt. Jewett, Saturday evening, 
12 cars of the 109-car diesel hauled 
freight spilled on the main line 
several miles north of that place— 
causing damage estimated at close 
to ?30,000. 


According to reports, Mt. Jew- 


ett youngsters had three saddle 
horses, hired at the Danielson 
Stables, tethered to a box car 
along the siding with one of the 
animals shying in such a manner 
it was struck by a car of the 
passing northbound freight. 


It was believed the Impact, 


which killed the horse, caused a

UNICEF TRICK-OR-TREAT 


UNICEF, the United Nations Children's Fund set 


up in 1946 by the General Assembly through the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council, will be given a hand Tues- 
day evening, when youth groups across the land will 
be making Trick-or-Treat collections to aid other 
children around the world. 


The Children's Fund is not financed by assessments 


but by voluntary gifts, mainly from governments, with 
private individuals contributing as they wish in local 
campaigns such as the Hallowe'en events tomorrow 
night. 


UNICEF reports six hundred million children of 


the world suffer from malnutrition or disease. Some 
are doomed to die and others to a maimed maturity 
unless the people of the world intervene. Pennies or 
dollars given to the Trick-or-Treat callers will help 
many a child to envision a world vastly different than 
the one in which he now lives. 


One dollar will provide milk for many children; 


$5 will buy enough DDT to safeguard 500 persons 
from typhoid fever for a season; $10 will purchase 
sufficient antibiotic ointment to cure 42 children of 
trachoma; ?25 will provide enough EGG vaccine to 
protect 2,500 children against tuberculosis. 


AN AMERICAN DECISION

Christian Science Monitor: If Premier Bulganin 


ever had any doubts about the feelings of Americans, 
he need have them no longer. For whatever their 
position on the bomb-test issue, they are united in 
"backing President Eisenhower's rebuke to the Russian 
for his discourteous and disingenuous intrusion into 
the election campaign. 


Whether Mr. Bulganin has succeeded in giving the 


"kiss of death" to Adlai Stevenson's proposal for a 


- moratorium on big-bomb tests is less clear. It is almost 


instinctive for many Americans to be against anything 
the Soviets appear to favor. There is even one^theory 
that Moscow, knowing this, preferred by supporting 
\the plan to get Americans to reject it —so making 
^sure that it would not later be offered, with the Soviet 
Union having to find reasons for turning it dcwn. 


This theory probably overrates Communist clever- 


ness. A much simpler explanation is that Moscow saw 
another opportunity to put itself in the position of 
peacemaker — and the American Government in the 
position of resisting a curb on the bombs. The rude 
tone of the Bulganin letter and the undiplomatic pub- 
lication of it both indicate that it was aimed at dravs- 
•ing a quick rejection rather than at opening serious 
negotiations. 


If the chief reaction of Americans is against Soviet 


interference they can nullify that interference — by 
refusing to let it affect their own decisions on the 
bomb issue.
